CLEVELAND (July 12) — Cleveland Museum of Art Director Katharine Lee Reid today announced the appointment of Forest 
City Commercial Group President and CEO James A. Ratner to the Museum’s board of trustees.

Land Institute and the Playhouse Square Foundation.
